BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS 

OF 

THE CLEVELAND CHAMBER OF INDUSTRY. 
Revised February 9, 1915. 

Article I. 

Membership. 

Composition 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry shall be composed of 
Active, Non-Resident, Life and Honorary members. 

Active Members. 

All men of good standing who are residents of and inter¬ 
ested in the commercial, industrial and municipal advancement 
of the city of Cleveland west of the Cuyahoga River and its 
suburbs, and all other men who have property interests in the 
above territory are eligible for active membership. 

% 

Non-Resident Members. 

All men of good standing who are not residents of and 
who have no property interests in the city of Cleveland west 
of the Cuyahoga River and its suburbs, but who are inter¬ 
ested in the commercial; industrial and municipal advancement 
of that territory, are eligible for non-resident membership, and 
they shall enjoy all the privileges of active membership except 
to vote and hold official positions. 

Honorary Membership. 

Any man of distinction may be admitted to honorary 
membership and he shall enjoy all the privileges of active mem¬ 
bership and be exempt from all fees and dues. 

Application. 

All candidates for membership, except honorary member¬ 
ship, shall make written applicatoin to the Board of Directors, 
said application being a guarantee to adhere to all by-laws, 
rules and regulations adopted by the Chamber or its Board of 
Directors, and there shall accompany each application, in cur¬ 
rency or check, a sum to be determined by the Board of Direc¬ 
tors. A proposition to confer honorary membership may be 
made in writing to the membership committee by any member 
of the Chamber. 
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By-Laws, Rules and Regulations 
Election. 

To elect an applicant to membership it shall require the 
recommendation of the membership committee and an affirma¬ 
tive vote of the directors present at the meeting at which such 
application is considered; five negative votes shall defeat the 
motion to elect. 


Notice . 

At least five days notice of approval by the membership 
committee shall be posted on the bulletin board, or published 
in The Cleveland Enterprise. 

Announcement. 

At each regular meeting of the chamber the secretary shall 
read the names of all candidates elected by the board of direc¬ 
tors unless otherwise ordered. 

Objection. 

Objection to any candidate recommended for election by 
the membership committee shall be communicated to the board 
of directors in writing before the meeting at which such can¬ 
didate is voted upon. 


Dues. 

Each member shall pay yearly dues of ten dollars, pay¬ 
able semi-annually in advance on the first of January and July. 

Commencement. 

The annual dues of each member shall commence and in¬ 
clude the month in which said applicant shall have been elected 
at the rate of one dollar per month for any unexpired semi¬ 
annual period. 


Delinquency. 

If any member shall fail to pay his dues within three 
months after date of maturity, or for his seat as provided for 
by the board of directors, said board may instruct the secretary 
to notify him of such delinquency with instructions that if not 
paid in ten days, his name will be posted upon the bulletin 
board. If at the end of ten days he still remains delinquent, 
his certificate may.be forfeited, and if an owner thereof, his 
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membership seat may be sold to cancel such delinquency, un¬ 
less otherwise ordered, by the board of directors. The cham¬ 
ber shall have a lien for all moneys due it from delinquent 
members upon seats held by them. 


Suspension and Reinstatement. 


Any member who is in arrears for dues may be suspended 
by vote of the board of directors after due notice has been 
given as provided in the foregoing section. In case any sus¬ 
pended member should desire reinstatement, he must make 
application in the regular manner, pay up all delinquent dues 
and may thereupon be reinstated as a member of the chamber. 


Rebatement. 


The board of directors shall have power to rebate the 
dues of any delinquent member and continue the membership 
in good standing. 


Transfer. 

The membership of any seat holder may be transferred 
to any duly elected member, subject to the provisions of 
Article 2. 


Resignation. 

All resignations shall be made in writing to the board of 
directors; but if any resignation is made after a payment is 
due, the member presenting it shall not be relieved from lia¬ 
bility for dues of the semi-annual period entered upon. 


Forfeiture. 

Any person who, from any cause, shall cease to be a mem¬ 
ber, shall forfeit all his active rights and interest in the cham¬ 
ber, excepting his property right as a seat holder, as provided 
in Article 2. 
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Article II. 

MEMBERSHIP SEATS. 

Classes. 

There shall be two classes of membership seats, as fol¬ 
lows: Regular membership seat; Life membership seat. 

Regular. 

The issue of regular membership seat certificates shall be 
determined by the board of directors and shall be sold at the 
par value of twenty-five dollars each. The regular seat certifi¬ 
cate, unimpaired, shall be transferable to any duly elected mem¬ 
ber. 


Life. 

Life membership seat certificates issued prior to May 14, 
1912, are transferable, unimpaired, to any duly elected mem¬ 
ber and exempt the Holder from the payment of all fees and 
dues. Any life membership seat certificate issued after May 
14, 1912, shall not be transferable and upon the decease of 
any member holding such certificate so issued, the same shall 
revert to and become the property of the chamber. 

Re-Issue. 

Any regular membership certificate acquired by the board 
of directors may be sold and re-issued to any active member. 

Certificate. 

Every subscriber to a membership seat shall upon pay¬ 
ment in full for the same, be entitled to a certificate of owner¬ 
ship bearing the seal of the chamber and the signatures of the 
president and secretary. 


Transfer. 

Any regular membership seat certificate of a deceased 
member may be transferred by his legal representatives to 
any duly elected member. 
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Surrender. 

If the owner of a seat certificate ceases to be a member, 
for any cause, except death, his membership seat shall thereby 
be surrendered to the chamber and such certificate may be sold 
at the discretion of the board of directors, for not less than 
its face value, and when sold the proceeds of such sale, less 
any and all unpaid obligations to the chamber, shall be paid 
to the person in whose name the certificate stands on the 
books of the chamber, or to his legal representative. 

Notices . 

In the event of the failure of any member whose seat has 
been surrendered to return to the secretary his seat certificate 
within 10 days after such surrender, with proper endorsement 
of transfer, notice of such failure shall be posted on the bulletin 
board for a period of not exceeding thirty days and notice to 
return such certificate shall be mailed to such member at his 
address on the books of the chamber. 

E ffective. 

No transfer of any certificate shall be effective until the 
outstanding certificate has been surrendered and entered on 
the books of the chamber, and a new certificate issued to trans¬ 
feree. Provided, however, where the owner of a seat certifi¬ 
cate who ceases to be member for any cause, except death, and 
such member fails, neglects or refuses to surrender his out¬ 
standing certificate upon proper notice as above provided, the 
board of directors may order a new certificate issued to a 
transferee without the surrender of such old certificate. 

Loss. 

In the event of the loss or destruction of any seat certifi¬ 
cate, the owner thereof, or his legal representative, shall make 
a declaration of such loss or destruction before a notary, and 
shall transmit the same to the board of directors, who may 
cause a new certificate to be issued. The form of such affi¬ 
davit shall be as follows: 

Affidavit of Loss of Seat Certificate.

Forfeiture. 

Any member whose seat has been surrendered, who shall 
fail to return his certificate, or, in lieu thereof, a declaration 
of its loss or destruction, within thirty days after the date of 
the notice provided in this article, shall forfeit the same to the 
chamber and shall thereby surrender his property right. Any 
person who is a subscriber for a membership seat certificate, 
and who, from any cause, except death, shall cease to be a 
member before completing payment of such subscription, shall 
forfeit to the chamber all moneys that have been paid on ac¬ 
count of such subscription, and moneys thus forfeited shall be 
credited to the sinking fund. 

Sinking Fund. 

There shall be a sinking fund established to which shall 
be credited all amounts accruing from the forfeiture of any 
partial payment on membership seat certificate subscriptions as 
provided in the foregoing section, or any other funds that the 
board of directors may designate. No moneys shall be drawn 
or transferred from the sinking fund for any purpose, except 
by the unanimous vote of the directors present at a regular 
meeting of the board of directors. 

In Case of Death. 

Upon the decease of a seat holder, whose membership seat 
has been paid for in whole or in part, the secretary shall notify 
his legal representative of the standing of such member upon 
the books of the chamber and such legal representative shall 
have the option, after the payment of all arrearages of such de¬ 
ceased member, to sell such certificate to any duly elected 
member of the chamber or to forfeit the same as above pro¬ 
vided. 


Article III. 

BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

Government. 

The government of the chamber shall be vested in the 
board of directors, who shall have control of its property and 
the direction of its affairs. 
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Composition. 

The board of directors shall consist of nineteen members, 
who shall be elected annually as hereinafter provided. 

Districts. 

In order to effect an equitable geographical distribution of 
the directors there shall be nine districts and two directors 
elected from each district, said directors to be residents of the 
districts from which they are elected. The nine districts shall 
be as follows: 

First District—First Ward. 

Second District—Second Ward. 

Third District—Third Ward. 

Fourth District—Fourth Ward. 

Fifth District—Fifth Ward. 

Sixth District—Sixth Ward. 

Seventh District—Seventh Ward. 

Eighth District—Eighth Ward. 

Ninth District—Lakewood. 

In all elections there shall be elected annually one director 
from each district for a term of two years. No member shall 
serve as a director for more than one term in any four con¬ 
secutive years. 

Duties. 

Their duties shall begin on the first Tuesday in January 
of each year, or as soon thereafter as they shall qualify, when 
they shall meet and elect a nineteenth director for one year 
and who shall be a seat holder, and officers for the year, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. 
The limitations as to eligibility contained in the foregoing 
paragraph of this article shall not apply to such nineteenth 
director. 


Officers. 

The board of directors shall elect from its own members 
a president, two vice-presidents and a treasurer, and shall 
annually elect a secretary and fix his salary. 

Vacancies. 

The directors shall have power to fill vacancies in the 
board. 


Rules. 

The board of directors may adopt rules and regulations 
for the government and proper business conduct of the cham¬ 
ber, and shall have power to amend the same. 
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Reports. 

The board of directors shall submit, at the Annual Meet¬ 
ing, a full review of its acts for the preceding year and shall 
also cause to be prepared an Annual Report of the financial 
condition of the chamber, which shall at all times be on file 
in the office of the secretary and open to the inspection of any 
member. 


Article IV. 

OFFICERS. 

President. 

The president shall preside at all meetings of the cham¬ 
ber and board of directors. He shall perform all duties inci¬ 
dent to his office and advise such action as may be deemed by 
him likely to increase the usefulness and prosperity of the 
chamber. 

The vice-presidents shall act in the absence of the presi¬ 
dent in the order of their election; and in the absence or dis¬ 
ability of the three officers named, a member shall be chosen to 
act temporarily. 

Treasurer. 

The treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the 
chamber. He shall make no disbursement except upon an 
order signed by the secretary and countersigned by the pre c i- 
dent, or, in the absence of the president, by one of the vice- 
presidents. # He shall keep all moneys of the chamber depos¬ 
ited in his name in such depository as the board of directors 
may designate. He shall make monthly reports to the board, 
who shall require him to give acceptable bond, in a sum such 
as the board may determine, for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 

Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the secretary to collect and keep 
a record of information of value to the members of the cham¬ 
ber, conduct the official correspondence, preserve all books, 
documents and communications, keep books of account and 
maintain an accurate record of the proceedings of the cham¬ 
ber, board of directors and all standing committees. He shall 
supervise and direct the compilation of statistics and infor¬ 
mation of commercial and municipal value, and shall publish 
such reports as the board may order. He shall appoint and 
lfave general supervision over all employes of the chamber, 
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incident to his office, subject to the direction of the board of 
directors. He shall perform such duties as may be incident to 
his office, subject to the direction of the board of directors. 
At the expiration of his term of office he shall deliver to the 
board of directors all books, papers and property of the 
chamber. 


Article V. 

COMMITTEES. 

The president shall appoint the following standing com¬ 
mittees of five members each, except the Acquaintance Com¬ 
mittee, which shall be composed of fifteen members:

' Executive. 

The Executive Committee, composed of five members of 
the board of directors, shall transact all routine business of 
the chamber, and shall act for the board in the interim be¬ 
tween its meetings or in the absence of a quorum thereof. It 
shall have authority to order disbursements for the necessary 
expenses of the chamber, and shall audit the same for pay¬ 
ment. It shall be empowered to employ such assistants, upon 
request of the secretary, as may be deemed necessary for the 
proper conduct of the business of the chamber. It shall have 
general supervision of the interest and property of the chain- 
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ber. It shall submit at the regular meetings of the board re¬ 
ports of its acts or minutes of its proceedings for confirmation. 

House. 

The president shall appoint a House Committee of five 
members. The duties of such committees shall be to make 
proper rules for the government of the club features attached 
to the chamber and to generally supervise the rooms and all 
permanent amusement and entertainment features, and en¬ 
force such rules that proper conduct and decorum may be at 
all times observed. The rules so formulated and the permanent 
amusement and entertainment features proposed by the House 
Committee to first receive the approval of the board of direc¬ 
tors, or Executive Committee, before becoming effective. 

Auditing. 

It shall be the duty of the Auditing Committee to conduct 
and supervise the examination and auditing of the books and 
accounts of the treasurer and secretary and report its findings 
to the board of directors at its first meeting in July and January 
of each year, together with a statement of the financial condi¬ 
tion of the chamber on June 30 and December 31 of each year. 

Duties . 

Except when specified the duties of standing and special 
committees shall be indicated by their respective names, and 
shall be such as usually belong to similar committees. 

Service. 

No member shall serve as chairman on more than one 
standing committee at the same time. 

Reports. 

All standing and special committees shall report their 
proceedings at the regular meetings of the board or chamber, 
and shall submit to the board of directors, prior to its last 
meeting before the annual meeting of the chamber, a full re¬ 
port of their acts and findings from the time of appointment. 
Reports of all committees must be submitted in writing and 
filed with the secretary. 

Inefficiency. 

Should any standing or special committee fail to discharge 
the duties assigned to it with reasonable promptitude, such 
committee shall be declared discharged by the president upon 
recommendation by the executive committee or board of direc¬ 
tors, and the president shall appoint a new T committee for 
confirmation. 
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Discharge. 

All standing committees shall be considered discharged at 
the end of each chamber year, or until their successors are 
appointed. All special committees shall be continued until 
otherwise ordered by the incoming board of directors. 

Vacancies. 

Vacancies in any committee shall be filled by the presi¬ 
dent, subject to approval by the board of directors. 

Ex-Officio. 

The president and secretary shall be ex-officio members 
of all committees, unless otherwise ordered. 

Article VI. 

BOARDS, EXCHANGES OR ASSOCIATIONS. 

Any number of members who may desire to be associated 
together as a board, exchange, society or association, for the 
purpose of promoting more effectually the special trade, indus¬ 
try, business or profession in which they are interested, may 
form a board of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry. 

The desire to form any board shall be communicated to 
the board of directors in a petition signed by not less than ten 
members, and if the board of directors shall approve the for¬ 
mation of such board, the secretary shall issue a call for a 
meeting of all members likely to be interested therein. 

If two-thirds of those called shall favor the formation of 
such board, this fact in writing shall be communicated to the 
board of directors, who shall issue a certificate of organization 
bearing the seal of the Chamber and the signature of its presi¬ 
dent and secretary; but such certificate shall not be issued un¬ 
til the board of directors shall have approved all by-laws, rules 
and regulations adopted, or proposed to be adopted, by such 
board. 

Each board of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry may 
adopt such by-laws, rules and regulations as it may consider 
necessary for its proper government; but no by-law, rule or 
regulation shall be adopted by any board which shall in any 
way conflict with the purposes and objects of the chamber 
as set forth in its charter, by-laws, rules and regulations. 

No board of this chamber, or any member thereof, shall 
contract any debt in its behalf which shall in any manner, or 
to any extent, render the chamber liable for the payment of 
any sum, unless the same shall have been approved by the 
board of directors of the chamber. 
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No action or resolution of any b^Ard shall be binding upon 
or expressive of the sense of The Cleveland Chamber of In¬ 
dustry. 

Any board of this chamber may be dissolved by the board 
of directors upon petition approved by two-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers of said board present at a meeting officially called for the 
purpose of considering such dissolution; and any board shall 
be suspended or dissolved by the board of directors for any 
action contrary to the charter, by-laws, rules and regulations 
of the chamber; such suspension or dissolution may, if the 
board of directors so order, constitute a charge against the 
members of such board as provided in Article IX of the by¬ 
laws of the chamber.. 

Boards, or associations, in affiliation with the chamber 
shall submit at the annual meetings of the chamber reports 
of their condition and reviews of their proceedings for the 
year. 


Article VII. 

MEETINGS. 

There shall be a regular meeting of the chamber on the 
second Tuesday in each month, except June, July and August, 
or when otherwise ordered by the chamber or its board of 
directors. 

Annual. 

The annual meeting of the chamber shall be held on the 
second Tuesday in January of each year. 

Quorum. 

Twenty members shall constitute a quorum at any regular 
meeting of the chamber. 

Hours . 

The hours of meeting shall be fixed by the directors. 

Order . 

The order of business at all regular meetings shall be as 
follows: 

Call to order. 

Reading minutes. 

Communications. 

Reports of officers. 

Reports of standing committees. 

Reports of special committees. 

Unfinished business. 

New business. 

• Elections. 

) Adjournment. 
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Board. 

The board of directors shall hold regular meetings on the 
first Tuesday of each month; seven members of the board 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Committees. 

Meetings of committees may be called at any time by the 
president or by the chairman of such committees. 

Special . 

Special meetings of the chamber, board of directors and 
committees may be called by the president; special meetings 
of the chamber or board shall be called upon the written re¬ 
quest of ten members. 

Change. 

The board of directors may at any time order a change 
in time of holding regular or special meetings. 

Business. 

At all special meetings of the chamber, only such business 
as the meeting was called to consider shall be discussed or 
acted upon, except by unanimous consent. 

Attendance. 

Neglect of officers, directors or members of committees 
to attend three consecutive meetings shall be deemed a tender 
of resignation, unless satisfactory reasons be given acceptable 
to the board of directors. 


Executive. 

Upon motion of any member, the chamber may, by a 
majority vote, go into executive session. 

Speeches. 

No member shall be permitted to speak more than twice, 
or longer than five minutes each time, on any one subject, 
except by a majority vote of those present. 

Exclusion. 

No one but a member shall address the chamber, except 
by unanimous consent. 


Resolutions. 

All resolutions offered must be in writing and handed to 
the secretary. 
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Reference. 

No member shall read or offer for action any communi¬ 
cation, report or resolution, without first making a general 
statement of the subject matter thereof. Should any two 
members object to its coming before the chamber at once, it 
shall be referred to an advisory committee of three, to be 
immediately appointed by the presiding officer. After hearing 
any statement the member offering or the members objecting 
I to the resolution may desire to make, said advisory committee 

shall report the resolution back to the same meeting of the 
chamber with a recommendation that the resolution be acted 
upon at once, or be referred for future action. 


Approval. 

Any communication, report or resolution which has re¬ 
ceived the approval of the board of directors shall be acted 
on without reference. 


Article VIII. 

Elections. 

The election of directors shall be held upon the second 
Tuesday in December of each year. If, for any reason, it is 
deemed expedient to change the date of any annual election, 
a resolution to such effect must receive a two-thirds vote of 
those present at any general meeting. 

Nominating. 

At the last regular meeting of the board of directors prior 
to the annual election the board shall elect a nominating com¬ 
mittee, said committee to consist of one member from each of 
the nine districts. 

Official. 

The nominating committee shall prepare a list of eighteen 
candidates, two from each district, to be known as the “official 
ticket,” and from which members may select nine for direc¬ 
tors, voting for but one from each district. All nominations 
made by the nominating committee must be of members who 
are seat holders in good standing. 

Reports. 

The report of the nominating committee shall be posted 
and a printed copy thereof mailed to each member of the 
chamber at least six days prior to the annual election. 
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Polls. 

The polls shall be open from 12 m. until 5 p. m. on the 
day of the annual election. 


Result. 

The candidate from each of the nine districts receiving 
the highset number of votes cast at the annual election shall 
be constituted and declared a member of the board of direc¬ 
tors for the period of two years. 

Tie. 

In the election of directors, should a tie vote occur, the 
committee of judges shall cast lots and certify as elected the 
person or persons on whom the selection falls. 

Unofficial. 

Any fifteen members of the chamber may nominate a 
different ticket or tickets by posting the same, over their sig¬ 
natures, on the bulletin board, not later than three days previ¬ 
ous to the annual election, provided, however, that the ticket 
conforms to the requirements of the “official ticket” in the 
observance of the nine districts and that the nominees shall 
be seat holders. 


Voting. 

All voting shall be by ballot. No proxies shall be allowed. 
A plurality of the votes cast shall constitute an election. 

Judges. 

The president shall appoint and announce at the meeting 
when the nominating committee is elected, a committee of five 
judges, who are not members of the board of directors or can¬ 
didates for election as such, to have supervision of the election, 
and such committee shall serve from the opening of the polls 
until the result has been ascertained. 

Certificates. 

The committee shall cause to be issued to each director 
elected a certificate of his election, bearing the signature of 
the committee of judges. 


Article IX. 

TRIALS AND CHARGES. 

Court. 

The board of directors shall constitute a court to examine 
into charges of unbusinesslike conduct, willful violation of 
business contracts or obligations, or offenses against the by¬ 
laws, rules and regulations of the chamber. 
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Investigation. 

If it shall become known to the board that any member 
ha* sgraced himself, and that in the opinion of the board 
his fik her connection with the chamber would injuriously 
affect its ood name and dignity, it shall be the duty of the 
board to excise an investigation, and it shall report the result 
of such investigation to the chamber for final action, with its 
recommendation. 


Charges. 

Charges made by one or more members against another 
must always be submitted to the board of directors in writing, 
and due notice shall be promptly given said accused member 
of such charges. 

Expulsion. 

Any member who may be expelled from the chamber shall 
forfeit his membership certificate and be excluded from the 
rooms, and the application of any expelled member shall not 
again be considered for election to membership, unless by a 
two-thirds vote of the board of directors. 

Hearing. 

Members against whom charges are made shall be entitled 
to a fair hearing in their own defense, but shall not employ 
professional counsel to defend them. 

Notification. 

The secretary shall notify, by mail or messenger, any 
member who shall have been censured, suspended or expelled. 

Article X. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

Expenditures. 

No disbursements of the funds of the chamber shall be 
made unless the same shall have been approved and ordered 
by the executive committee or board of directors, and no or¬ 
der upon the treasurer shall be honored by him unless such 
order shall be signed by the secretary and countersigned by 
the president, or in the absence of the president, one of the 
vice-presidents. 

Appropriations. 

No appropriation of money or other property of the 
chamber shall be made for any purpose other than to defray 
its legitimate expenses, except by the unanimous vote of the 
members present at a meeting of the board of directors, or a 
four-fifths majority vote of those present at a meeting of the 
chamber. 
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Article XI. 

SEAL. 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry shall have a seal of 
such design as the board of directors may adopt. 

Article XII. 

PARLIAMENTARY RULES. 

The proceedings of the chamber meetings shall be gov¬ 
erned by and conducted according to the latest edition of 
Roberts' manual on parliamentary rules. 

Article XIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

By-Laws. 

These by-laws may be amended or altered by a two-thirds 
vote of those present at any regular or special meeting, pro¬ 
vided notice of the proposed change shall have been published 
in The Cleveland Enterprise, or mailed to the members, at 
least four days prior to such meeting. 

Approval. 

All proposed amendments shall first receive the approval 
of the board of directors. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

Hours. 

The rooms of the chamber shall be open daily from 8:30 
a. m. until 5 p. m. except Sundays and holidays. 

They shall also be open at other times for meetings of 
the chamber, board of directors or committes, and by order 
of the executive committee. 


Rooms. 

The rooms shall be for the exclusive use of members and 
guests, and shall not be used for any purpose not provided 
for unless by permission of the executive committee, and then 
subject to such restrictions as it may deem proper. 

Use. 

The rooms may be used for meetings of any branch of 
trade, business or profession represented in the membership 
of the chamber, but written permission must be obtained 
through the secretary prior to such meeting. 
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THE HOUSE RULES 

Adopted by the House Committee and Approved by the 
Board of Directors. 

HOURS. 

Rule 1. The Club Rooms and Parlors shall be kept open 
every day, except Sunday, from 10 o’clock a. m. until 12 
o’clock midnight. 


PRIVILEGES. 

Rule 2. The Building and Club Rooms are for the ex¬ 
clusive use of members and their families under the following 
conditions: 

(a) The wife of any member may have the use of the 
parlor or other available room, except auditorium, for meet¬ 
ings or other social functions without charge and the audi¬ 
torium from 1 until 5 o’clock p. m. at a rental of ten dollars. 

(b) A member may personally introduce a visitor to 
the privileges of the chamber by a guest card, which, when 
presented shall be recorded with the address of the holder, 
and which shall entitle such person to the privileges of the 
chamber for a period of two weeks. A card of membership in 
any commercial organization of good standing in the United 
States shall entitle the holder to the privileges of the chamber 
for a period of not exceeding two weeks. Such periods may 
be extended by approval of the executive committee. 

(c) A membership card shall be issued annually to each 
member in good standing, who shall present it when so re¬ 
quested. 

(d) No book, publication or other property of the cham¬ 
ber shall be taken from the rooms, except by authority of the 
executive committee. 

(e) No pictures, works of art or advertisements of any 
nature shall be placed in the rooms, without permission of the 
executive committee. 

(f) Smoking may be prohibited at all meetings of the 
chamber at the discretion of the chair. 

(g) No subscription paper or petition shall be circulated 
nor any article offered for sale in the chamber building, with¬ 
out the permission of the executive committee. 

(h) The courtesies of the chamber shall be extended to 
duly accredited representatives of the press.

ENTERTAINMENT. 

Rule 3. (a) No spirituous, malt or vinous liquors shall 

be sold or used upon the premises. 

(b) The playing of games for money is prohibited. 

(c) The Bowling Alleys and Billiard Room are for the 
exclusive use of members. A guest of a member may have 
the privilege of the Bowling Alleys and Billiard Room only 
when accompanied by such member, or upon presentation of 
a guest’s card. 

(d) There shall be no accounts opened. 

(e) The rates for Billiards and Pool shall be thirty cents 
per hour, the minimum charge being ten cents. The rates for 
Bowling shall be ten cents per game, per person. Clubs may 
engage the alleys for exclusive use, but in all cases the appli¬ 
cation must be made by a member; the rental for the evening 
shall be $4.00 for both alleys from 8:30 p. m. to 12:00 mid¬ 
night. 

(f) The Bowling Alleys are not to be rented on any 
night when there is a meeting or any other function of the 
chamber. 

(g) Whenever the use of the Bowling Alleys shall con¬ 
flict, on account of noise, with the use of the Auditorium, then 
the alleys shall not be used. 

(h) Rules governing the use of the Bowling Alleys and 
Billiard Rooms shall be printed and posted in a conspicuous 
place or places, in the room. 

(i) On and after July 1, 1914, the charge for use of 
private cue rack shall be 25 cents per year. 

CONDUCT. 

Rule 4. (a) No member or guest shall give a fee or 

gratuity of any kind to any employee. Any employee ac¬ 
cepting a fee or gratuity shall be dismissed. 

(b) All attendants are required to give courteous treat¬ 
ment to all members and guests. It shall be the duty of the 
members to report in writing to the House Committee any 
complaint, or offer any suggestion, with a view toward im¬ 
provement in the management of the chamber, or its club 
features.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

For 1914. 

To the Members of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

Your board of directors, in submitting its annual report 
for 1914, can honestly and truthfully repeat the greeting which, * 

for the past six years, has prefaced all annual reports of this 
organization, namely, congratulations for past achievements 
and an unshaken confidence in the future prosperity and use- i 

fulness of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry. 

City Moving Forzvard. 

Notwithstanding a somewhat chaotic condition of the 
finances of the city and the general timidity and uncertainty of 
business due to the great European conflict, there has been a 
general forward movement in the great and necessary improve¬ 
ments demanded by so large and growing a city as Cleveland. 

Our Official Organ. 

It is not the intention of this report to enter into minute 
details. That would be as tedious as unnecessary, for we be¬ 
lieve and know that the membership of the chamber is as 
keenly alive to all these matters and as fully interested as is 
the board of directors. Each week the activities of the cham¬ 
ber are fully heralded in our official organ. The Cleveland 
Enterprise.

Unification of Cleveland . \ 

The past year has witnessed the achievement of one of the 
primal objects of this chamber and has demonstrated the neces¬ 
sity for such organized effort and the inestimable service it can 
render. We refer to the final conversion of the citizens of 
Cleveland to the idea that if Cleveland is to be a unit and 
realize its ambitions, the river and valley which separate the 
two great parts of the city and which has been almost as for¬ 
midable, if not as deadly, as the trenches of modern warfare, 
must be eliminated as far as possible. For many years the 
bridging of the Cuyahoga river with modern high level struc¬ 
tures was regarded as purely local improvements for West 
Siders, and while such opinion was vigorously protested it 
was met with a “patient shrug” by the citizens generally. 

A Campaign of Education. 

It became the business of this chamber to enter upon a 
campaign of education and bring all the people of Cleveland to 
fully realize that this problem belonged as much to one as an- 
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other. We are all familiar with the slow and almost disheart¬ 
ening efforts before results were obtained. The conversion of 
the Central Viaduct into a high level structure consumed much 
time and energy, and yet that improvement should have been 
made long before it was. Then followed the long and tedious 
campaign for the Detroit-Superior high level, with all of the 
“law’s delay” and other obstructions. 

Hopes More Than Realized. 

But this organization never lost hope and continued the 
fight. Citizens of Cleveland and of the county began to awak¬ 
en to the fact that The Cleveland Chamber of Industry was 
not actuated by any selfish motives in advocating the knitting 
together of the city, and these same citizens voiced their con¬ 
viction in no uncertain manner when, in August, by a^ two- 
thirds majority the Clark avenue bridge bonds for $950,000 
carried, and again in November the city and county combined 
and by a majority of 23,688 carried the Lorain Huron high 
level bridge and river straightening project, authorizing a bond 
issue of $5,000,000. 

A Far-Reaching Triumph . 

The latter victory was certainly a most remarkable exhibi¬ 
tion of patriotic and progressive citizenship. The times were 
troublous abroad and uncertain at home, and yet the voters and 
taxpayers did not hesitate to approve a measure which they 
knew was for a greater and more prosperous city. 

We believe that the fight for bridges has been won for all 
time, and as more are needed, or even the need anticipated, the 
citizens will loyally respond. 

The Spirit of Co-Operation. 

Another great forward movement in our civic life has 
been realized within the past year, and we modestly claim a 
leading part in it. The very principle which brought The 
Cleveland Chamber of Industry into being was “Co-operation.”, 
As successful results were obtained in matters purely local, the 
value of city-wide co-operation between organized bodies be¬ 
came apparent. The president of this chamber in 1912 sounded 
the keynote of such co-operation, but it was necessary for sev¬ 
eral years to elapse before it was heeded. During the past year 
our committee on streets was confronted with conditions al¬ 
most intolerable, but finding the conditions common to the en¬ 
tire city, invited the various civic and other organizations to 
meet in joint conference to consider the situation. Twenty- 
five such organizations participated and the result is a report 
by a special sub-committee of fifteen, which gave several 
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months of close and intelligent study to the problem. The re¬ 
port is a most valuable civic contribution for the guidance of 
the city to call in conference these same organizations and the 
doctrine seems now to be recognized by the organizations of 
Cleveland and the municipality that no man can live unto him¬ 
self alone. May we not claim, without conceit, that this move¬ 
ment of co-operation, fostered and promoted by this chamber, 
entitles us to the good will and support of all progressive 
citizens? 

Civic Responsibilities Must Be Met. 

It is gratifying to this board, and no doubt to the member¬ 
ship, that this organization is broadly living up to its title, “The 
CLEVELAND Chamber of Industry.” We are all citizens of 
Cleveland, interested in all matters which are for the general 
uplift and welfare of all the people. It is pleasant to note 
that such recognition is given us and that the approval and 
support of this chamber is sought. It is not vanity which 
prompts us to mention this, but to impress upon the minds of 
the membership that we have grown with the years and are 
now being called upon in many ways to assume some of the re¬ 
sponsibilities which, in our eaflier years, was not advisable. 
We should not shirk such responsibilities, and it is our opinion 
that the chamber should have a committee especially devoted 
to the financial problems of the city, acting at all times in the 
spirit of helpfulness and endeavoring to solve, in the best man¬ 
ner possible, how to meet the demands of our great and rap¬ 
idly expanding city. 

Mindful of Our Own. 

Let it not be inferred from the foregoing that the chamber 
has been negligent of the things which are peculiarly our own. 
All local matters have received due attention. 

Nickel Plate Grade Eliminations. 

After several years* procrastination, owing to various 
causes, the chamber during the past year insisted that the 
grade crossings of the Nickel Plate railway on the West Side 
be eliminated. By vigorous action, through its special com¬ 
mittee, an agreement was reached and preliminary work is 
now in progress. 

Work of Committees. 

A brief review of the work done by regular and special 
committees will be incorporated in this report, but any member 
interested may obtain more voluminous information by con¬ 
sulting the files in the secretary’s office. 
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We desire to niost heartily thank our various committees 
for their splendid work and to assure the general membership 
of our deep appreciation of their loyal support whenever called 
upon. 

A Look Ahead. 

There is much yet to be done and always will be. The 
things we strive for may not come this year or next, but come 
they must, for in the great onward march of Cleveland the 
Chamber of Industry will, we know, be ever found in the ad¬ 
vance forces of civic pride and progress. 

Acquaintance. 

The Acquaintance Committee of 1914 distinguished itself 
by promoting a “Chamber of Industry Forest City Fair Day” 
on August 26. The officials of The Forest City Fair Company 
splendidly co-operated with the committee and erected a large 
tent immediately in the rear of the grand stand for the ex¬ 
clusive use of members, and every automobile flying a pennant 
of the chamber passed the gate without extra charge. The 
committee provided chairs, tables, an abundance of Distillata 
and unique decorations. Hundreds of members of the cham¬ 
ber, with their families, enjoyed these accommodations with 
their lunch baskets and boxes. Each member was provided 
with a badge and the Forest City Fair was quite fully aware 
that the Chamber of Industry was there. It is hoped that the 
event may become an annual one and grow in attendance. 

Bridges. 

The great work of the Bridge Committee has already been 
touched upon. We should be remiss and ungrateful did we 
not publicly express our appreciation of the promptness with 
which the city repaired the Central Viaduct after the destruc¬ 
tion of a part of it by the great lumber district fire. In the re¬ 
pairs, this chamber asked that the projecting iron plates in the 
roadway on the south approach be eliminated; this was done 
and is a great improvement and comfort to all vehicular traffic. 

It would seem that, so far as the Cuyahoga river is con¬ 
cerned, the bridge situation is now provided for. However 
that does not mean that the Bridge Committee has nothing left 
to do. Nature has torn a wide gash in the fair side of the south¬ 
western part of our city in the form of Walworth Run. A 
study of this situation, looking towards the filling and proper 
bridging of the same, it seems to us, is not only proper but 
necessary. Certainly we need more thoroughfares, north and 
south, and this valley presents an obstacle which should be 
overcome. 
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Entertainment. 

Just how far the entertainment features should go of a 
body of the character and make-up of the chamber is a ques¬ 
tion, perhaps, of some difference of opinion and debate. How¬ 
ever, we feel that 1914 showed a nice discrimination and taste 
and that the entertainments were most enjoyable. 

These events are fully set forth under the caption of 
“Social and Other Functions’’ in this book. 

Education. 

The functions of our Educational Committee largely deal 
with the physical needs and conditions of our schools. During 
the past year the committee, upon the petition of the Scranton 
school district, took up certain unfavorable aspects in that 
school and did all that could be done under the present financial 
condition of the Board of Education. 

We would suggest that the Educational Committee of 1915 
get in close touch with the Board of Education in reference to 
the finances of the board. Like the city, the school district of 
the city must solve the problem of sufficient revenue to meet 
the tremendously increasing demands for the elementary 
schools. This city should not be satisfied until every portable 
building is banished and rented rooms abolished. 

Fire and Police. 

Our Committee on Fire and Police has given attention to 
all matters referred to it. 

On January 26 the committee submitted a report upon the 
equipment fo No. 24’s house and other matters. This report 
is herewith incorporated: 

To the Board of Directors , 

The Clezreland Chamber of Industry. 

Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Fire and Police had a meeting with 
Director Benesch, at his office at 1:45 p. m., Friday, Jan. 23, 
in regard to the matter of changing the equipment at Engine 
House No. 24. 

We find that it is the intention of the city officials to in¬ 
stall the very latest and most efficient type of a tractor (which 
is an auto fire engine) at that station in place of the present 
horse-drawn engine. After listening to Mr. Benesch’s de¬ 
scription of the machine we are convinced that it will be a 
great improvement over the present engine. Without calling 
it to your attention you will readily understand how much 
quicker this engine will arrive at a fire than the present one. 
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We expressed ourselves as being perfectly in harmony with 
him on the change. 

Some anxiety had been expressed by residents regarding 
frozen hydrants. Frozen hydrants are thawed out in three 
ways, to-wit: By the injection of steam, by the injection of 
exhaust from a gas engine and by an electrical appliance. As¬ 
sistant Chief Whyler was present and he assured us that the 
possibility of danger from frozen hydrants was very remote, 
and that in the last ten years he has not found a frozen 
hydrant, which he says is due to the fact that the department 
keeps watch over and inspects the hydrants regularly during 
the cold weather, and that the people living in this vicinity have 
nothing to fear from that source. 

Mr. Benesch also informs us that the erroneous rumor 
was circulated by an officer of the fire department stationed at 
No. 24*s house, who personally feared the change might jeop¬ 
ardize his position. Incidentally we asked Mr. Benesch if it 
would be possible to further increase the police force and he 
replied that positively nothing could or would be done in that 
direction this year.

Committee on Fire and Police. 

The Director of Public Safety has given the city west of 
the river splendid police protection and speaks in the highest 
terms of the order preserved in our parks. 

Modern equipment is being installed in the various houses 
and the big fire in the lumber district has hastened the installa¬ 
tion of the high pressure system for that territory. 

Hospitals and Benez’olettces. 

The Committee on Hospitals and Benevolences rendered 
most valuable services during the year. Upon invitation of the 
superintendent of the City Hospital, the committee visited that 
institution and spent the greater part of a day in a thorough in¬ 
vestigation of the physical conditions. The report of the com¬ 
mittee is herewith made a part of this report: 

Whereas, The City Hospital has accommodations for ap¬ 
proximately 550 patients now. When the buildings now in the 
process of building and rearrangement are occupied there will 
be accommodations for about 800 patients. The City Hospital 
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has prime responsibility to furnish hospital accommodations in 
Cleveland for the sick poor and exclusive responsibility for the 
care of persons suffering from contagious diseases, incipient 
mental diseases, social diseases, advanced tuberculosis and al¬ 
coholics. The City Hospital should have a capacity of at least 
1,600 now. A greater capacity will be demanded by the time 
the proposed hospital group of 22 buildings can possibly be 
completed. 

Whereas, The development and construction of this hos¬ 
pital group should be rapidly prosecuted to meet this humane 
and economic need. 

Whereas, Both the humane care of the sick and the cost 
suffer because the old buildings of the group were built with¬ 
out present-day knowledge of hospital construction or man¬ 
agement. Hospital construction now is a distinct feature in 
architecture and the new buildings should be so planned as to 
make possible the most efficient and economical administration 
when the entire group is completed. The old buildings and 
particularly the general hospital, the observation and convales¬ 
cent department almost preclude the possibility of such admin¬ 
istration. It is clear that the ill-adapted buildings should not 
be permitted to reach the tumble-down condition of the dilapi¬ 
dated old laundry before they also are adequately replaced by 
‘modern buildings. 

Whereas, the city should be encouraged to meet its full 
responsibility for hospital care for the most wretched and for 
those whose presence, at large, in a community is a menace; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That while we heartily commend the work al¬ 
ready under way, we would urge that the plans already decided 
upon be pushed to completion as rapidly as possible, and 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be transmitted 
to the city council and to the commissioner of charities and 
corrections of the department of public welfare.

It is gratifying to state that steps were immediately taken 
by the city to proceed with the construction of the remaining 
units of the plan and that Cleveland will, ere long, have a hos¬ 
pital worthy of its size and in keeping with the slogan: ‘‘The 
City of Good Will.” 
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Industrial. 

The activities of the Industrial Committee do not seem to . 
be clearly defined and it is left to do whatever its hands find 
to do. This committee has had no matters referred to it by 
the board of directors during 1914. 

We submit the following extracts from the annual report 
of this committee: 

“Naturally an Industrial Committee of a body like the 
Chamber of Industry would be expected to play no unimpor¬ 
tant role in the industrial affairs of the city, or that part of the 
city, it represents. However, in a large city of Cleveland’s 
population and diversified industrial interests, any definite or 
far-reaching activities of a committee of this character cannot 
avail much. Cleveland is replete with special trade and man¬ 
ufacturing organizations and so well do these special organiza¬ 
tions play their parts there is little left to do. Cleveland has 
grown so large and land has become so valuable that the time 
has passed for offering land bonuses and cash to attract new 
industries. If new industries come to Cleveland it will be be¬ 
cause of other considerations, such as cheaper production, 
cheaper transportation and exceptional facilities for the dis¬ 
tribution of the manufactured product. 

“It would seem, therefore, that an Industrial Committee 
of the Chamber of Industry can only hold itself in readiness to 
lend special aid, if possible, when called upon. 

“Not wishing, however, to become entirely inactive and to 
at least do something which might benefit and instruct the 
membership, the committee arranged and carried out two ‘In¬ 
dustrial Little Journeys’ during the year just closing. The 
first was on Sept. 9 to the Upson Nut Company and the sec¬ 
ond one on Oct. 7 to the plant of the Belle Vernon-Mapes 
Dairy Company. Every courtesy was extended to us upon 
these trips, but the attendance was most disheartening. It is 
evident that members are not interested in knowing the won¬ 
ders of industrial Cleveland. 

“We would suggest, for the guidance of future commit¬ 
tees, that if these industrial excursions are to be continued, 
an appropriation should be made by the chamber for mailing 
special notices of the same, besides all the publicity obtainable 
otherwise. 

“The industrial statistics west of the river are almost, if 
not qute, impossible to obtain without excessive cost. This 
committee did secure last year such statistics from the state, 
but that was only because of personal influence of one of Cuya¬ 
hoga County’s representatives.” 
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Legislation. 

The Legislative Committee has taken clue care of such 
matters referred to it with the comment that “we found that 
the projects, if carried through, would be a burden to the 
chamber and would benefit the individual rather than the pub¬ 
lic at large. ,, The committee is giving study to the New York 
plan of recording tax on mortgages, but is not ready to report 
upon the same. 

During the fall, when the constitutional amendments were 
before the voters of Ohio, the chamber held two joint debates 
for the instruction of its members. One was on the Home 
Rule and Prohibition amendment and the other on Women’s 
Suffrage. Both debates were largely attended, and the de¬ 
cision left to the members to be rendered at the polls. 

We would suggest that with the legislature in session this 
winter that the committee keep in touch with affairs and that it 
render whatever aid it can in those matters in which this cham¬ 
ber has a direct interest, especially proper legislation to make 
effective our County Park Board. 

Library. 

The library situation in Cleveland is in splendid condi¬ 
tion and our Library Committee has had but little to do. 

An appeal has been made for a branch at Detroit and W. 
117th St. A proper room with heat and light, has been offered 
free of charge and the committee has little doubt the branch 
will be established. 

Some two years ago a strong petition was filed with the 
chamber asking its assistance in securing a branch building to 
be located in the vicinity of W. 25th and Denison. 

At that time the Library Board freely acknowledged the 
justice of the request, but was not financially able to grant it. 
We would suggest that the recent large donation of Mr. An¬ 
drew Carnegie to the Cleveland library extension fund pre¬ 
sents an opportune time to renew the efforts to secure this 
branch building. 

Lighting. 

The Lighting Committee has had but few matters re¬ 
ferred to it, and they were of minor importance. 

The proper lighting of the streets of Cleveland is most 
important. Not only is sufficient illumination a pleasure and 
convenience, but it is a protection to life and property; crime 
seeks the dark places for its operation. 

The proper lighting of our business districts is most de¬ 
sirable and the lack of it is calling forth the vigorous protests 
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of our merchants. From year to year the city has promised a 
system which would not only be efficient but beautiful as well. 
Especially is the lack of proper outside illumination manifest 
at the West Side Market House. 

The Lighting Committee of 1915 should make it the spe¬ 
cial business for the year to take up this question in a big and 
general way and bring to realization the promises of the city; 
promises which are pleasant to the ear, but unavailing to light 
a dark street. 

Parks , Boulevards and Playgrounds. 

Our Parks, Boulevards and Playgrounds Committee have 
pursued a “watchful-waiting” policy. There have been no new 
propositions to claim the attention and support of the com¬ 
mittee. Bulkley Boulevard is yet in an unfinished condition 
owing to the construction of the filtration plant. The delay is 
justified by the object sought, namely to give to the citizens of 
Cleveland pure and wholesome water at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity. 

There is one matter, however, which should be pushed 
with the utmost vigor, and that is proper legislation this win¬ 
ter to give to our County Park Commission real power to pro¬ 
ceed with its work. This chamber is directly interested in 
saving the Rocky River Valley, in all its pristine beauty. This 
can be done if the County Park Commission be given even a 
little financial aid. It is our hope that the chamber will take 
immediate steps to secure such legislation at Columbus. 

Postal. 

The work of the Postal Committee has kept pace with its 
splendid record in former years. The improvement of the 
postal service west of the river since the organization of this 
chamber is one of the striking features of its history. 

From the committee's annual report to the board, we quote 
as follows: 

“It is a pleasure to note that, owing to the constant vig¬ 
ilance and efforts of the chamber in the past, there is very 
little complaint at present relative to mail service west of the 
river. Such defects as do exist can only be remedied by the 
general improvement of the Cleveland service as a whole. We 
have always found the local authorities more than courteous 
and willing to meet our requirements, if possible. During the 
past year the following sub-stations have been located: 

“Station No. 61, Rosky & Obert, Lorain and W. 73rd St. 

“Station No. 56, J. L. Trapp, Lorain and W. 98th St. 

“Station No. 67, Elbras Pharmacy, Clark and Fulton Rd. 
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“The department is also anxious to put in a sub-station 
on Detroit Ave. near W. 48th, but has not found any one to 
accept the same. 

“We have kept a lookout for old or imperfect boxes and 
have seen that they were replaced by new ones and have had 
additional boxes installed in many new localities. 

“In the delivery of mail we are pleased to state that five 
additional carriers were put on in 1914 and more will be 
added as soon as more men are authorized for the Cleveland 
department. 

“Two parcel post automobiles have been put into service * 
on the West Side; one delivery is made daily in the residence 
district and two deliveries in the business district. It may be a 
matter of information to state that parcel post collections are 
made from all sub-stations. 

“Your committee has taken care of all matters referred 
to it by the chamber, as well as by individual members.” 

River and Harbor. 

The improvement of Cleveland’s river and harbor is of 
far-reaching importance and is receiving the most careful study 
of the federal government as well as local authorities. The 
River and Harbor Committee of this chamber has been called 
into frequent consultation and has taken an active and fruitful 
part in these conferences. 

The chamber has taken out a membership in “The Na¬ 
tional Association of Port Authorities” for the purpose of aid¬ 
ing our committee in its work. 

It is hoped, now that the high level bridges have been lo¬ 
cated, there may be some forward and definite action taken 
regarding the improvement of the river and that harbor prob¬ 
lems will hasten toward a solution. 

Street and Steam Railways. 

The Street and Steam Railways Committee has had but 
one matter referred to it upon which action has been taken; 
this was in reference to the W. 25th and W. 14th street car 
lines. In order to clear up a misapprehension upon the part 
of certain citizens we herewith incorporate the report of the 
committee, which is as follows: 

Cleveland, O., Jan. 6, 1914. 

To the Board of Directors of 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry. 

Gentlemen : 

Your committee on street and steam railways to whom 
was referred the communication under date of December 6th, 
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1913, of Messrs. A. G. Reich, Fred M. Giessen and Gottdiner, 
concerning a change in street car service on the West 25th and 
West 14th street lines via Clark avenue, and to the Brooklyn 
barns, respectfully report that a public hearing concerning the 
proposed change was held at the Chamber this day, and beg 
leave to report that it was the unanimous opinion of those 
present at the meeting and of this committee that the follow¬ 
ing changes in the service mentioned should be made, to wit: 

That the service on West 25th street be increased to three 
and one-half minutes. That the West 25th street line be made 
a cross town line with double transfer privileges under proper 
restrictions. 

That the Clark avenue service remain the same as at 
present with ten minute service alternately by way of West 
25th street and West 14th street. 

Your committee further suggest that they be authorized 
to present this matter to City Railway Commissioner Witt and 
the Cleveland Railway Company, and to urge upon them the 
adoption of the same.

It is necessary to say further that the city council rejected 
the proposition above and the matter has not been agitated 
since. After the Central Viaduct was put out of commission 
by the fire, the Traction Commissioner re-routed the W. 14th 
cars and later on again made the present routing with the ap¬ 
proval of the mayor, city council and other officials. This 
chamber had nothing whatsoever to do with such action. 

That the present routing is unsatisfactory to the citizens 
south of Clark Avenue has been manifested by meetings and 
protests. The Street and Steam Railways Committee of this 
chamber, upon the written and oral requests of some of its 
members, held a meeting to hear complaints and have the mat¬ 
ter discussed. This meeting was attended by but one person, 
leaving the committee under the impression that the discontent 
was not far reaching or that the services of the committee 
were not required. 

We would urge upon the committee for the coming year 
that a determined effort be made to make W. 117th street a 
crosstown line, and creating a belt or loop line of W. 25th, 
Detroit, W. 117th and Lorain. We also recommend that all 
aid possible be given to the movement to extend the W. Mad¬ 
ison line to Rocky River. 

We have been given the assqrances many times that when 
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the W. 65th line was extended to Denison, there would be cre¬ 
ated a belt line, utilizing the W. 65th line and Denison-Harvard 
line. Now that the W. 65th line has been extended, we be¬ 
lieve that this belt line should be established. 

Streets arid Sewers. 

Should the Streets and Sewers Committee have done noth¬ 
ing more than to develop the paving proposition of the city, it 
would deserve all praise. But the committee has had numerous 
minor matters referred to it and has given attention to all. 

We would strongly counsel that the report of the sub¬ 
committee gf fifteen be given further and careful study by the 
Streets and Sewers Committee and especially that part of it 
which recommends that the county commissioners assume the 
care of the county roads within the municipality, there being 
some 80 miles of such roads. 

West End Passenger Depot. 

Among the long cherished projects of this body and a 
pressing necessity is a passenger depot at or near Detroit Ave¬ 
nue and the L. S. & M. S. Railway. We are pleased to state 
that a very strong special committee has recently been ap¬ 
pointed and the committee is approaching the project in such 
a manner as to give assurances of success. 

The Building Addition Project. 

We wish that we might be able to say something definite 
about the proposed addition to the chamber building. The spe¬ 
cial committee in charge is sanguine of ultimte success, but has 
wisely agreed with the Board to observe “safety first” in 
financing the proposition. We may say that this board has 
given every encouragement to the proposition, holding at all 
times that it was ready to go ahead so long as the general finan¬ 
cial condition of the chamber was not placed in jeopardy. 

Branch P. 0. Building. 

Several years ago this chamber declared for a branch post- 
office building for the city west of the river. The matter was 
entrusted to a special committee which has ever since been 
alive to any opportunity which might present itself. 

We are of the opinion that this improvement of the postal 
service must come with the growth of Cleveland and commend 
the committee for its faithful vigil. 

The committee met several times during the past year in 
reference to a new location for Station A, as the government 
lease had expired. After due deliberation, and a full knowl¬ 
edge of the improvements which would be installed, the com- 
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mittee recommended that the location of Station A be not 
changed. 

Annual Banquet . 

The annual banquet of the chamber, held April 15, was 
an event long to be remembered and a full account of the same 
is hereby made a part of this record. 

We would make one suggestion and that is the annual 
banquet for 1915 be held earlier and venture further to sug¬ 
gest that the date be April 6. 

World's Fair Special. 

The Chamber of Industry will offer to its members dur¬ 
ing 1915 a special train service to the Pan-Pacific Exposition at 
San Francisco. Under the supervision of this board, and after 
careful investigation by special committees, a plan has been 
adopted looking to one or more special trains during the Expo¬ 
sition. We stand back of the proposition and assure our mem¬ 
bers they will receive all that is promised in the folder sent out 
by the chamber. We hope there will be a liberal response to 
the invitation and that The Cleveland Chamber of Industry 
will be seen and known upon the Pacific coast in 1915. 

Retail Merchants' Board . 

During the past year the Retail Merchants* Board of The 
Cleveland Chamber of Industry has been organized and started 
upon a career of special service and usefulness to the retail 
merchants of this organization. The board has had special 
speakers, experts in their line, and has also held round-table 
discussions of problems common to all. The annual mem¬ 
bership fee is nominal and we would urge that all of our 
members who are engaged in the retail business join this board 
and by united and co-operative effort endeavor to solve the 
questions which belong peculiarly to our retail business. 

In Conclusion. 

We desire to impress upon our membership that the 
chamber, through its officers and board of directors, stands 
ever ready to lend its aid to the fullest extent of its ability to 
any project within the scope of its activities. Do not wait for 
the chamber to always discover those matters which need cor¬ 
rection or improvement, but come yourselves with suggestions; 
take the initiative and we will gladly respond. In that man¬ 
ner we can make the chamber useful and beneficial to all its 
members, in small things as well as great.

Gentlemen of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

The hour has come for me to lay down the burden of re¬ 
sponsibility as your chief executive, which it has been my 
pleasure to assume through the year just closed. 

During this period I have had the opportunity to learn a 
great deal concerning the civic and governmental organism of 
our city and its institutions, and it has been both pleasant and* 
interesting information to acquire. When back in the ranks it 
will be my aim to use this knowledge for the benefit of the 
Chamber whenever possible. 

That a co-relation exists between business interests and 
community interests is being recognized more and more as time 
goes on, and upon this theory every good citizen should feel 
that he has not done his duty until he has contributed some 
helpful thought and time to the welfare and progress of his 
community. 

Many of our members do not seem to appreciate this, as 
they fail to perform their duties as members by attending meet¬ 
ings and giving voice to their thoughts, learning of matters 
which should interest them and at the same time encouraging 
the officers of the chamber in their work. A slim attendance 
at a meeting has a discouraging effect upon those who are 
striving to do something for the benefit of all, and I sincerely 
hope that the future will show a marked improvement in this 
respect. 

The report of the more important activities and accom¬ 
plishments of the past year, to which you have just listened, 
should prove most gratifying to every member of the organiza¬ 
tion and especially should it prove gratifying to those who 
have labored so earnestly to produce these results. 

But not the least cause for gratification is the ever in¬ 
creasing honor and esteem shown this chamber by various civic 
organizations and public officials as well as by prominent cit¬ 
izens who by reason of the limitations of our by-laws are pre¬ 
vented from joining hands with us. 

It has been stated, and I believe upon good authority, that 
Cleveland has the greatest number of civic and business or¬ 
ganizations, population considered, of any city in the country, 
and to enjoy the distinction of being among the most impor¬ 
tant of these organizations is obviously a just cause for this 
gratification. 


Farewell Address of F. D. Lawrence 
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That this chamber is a recognized power in the community 
is proven by the many requests made upon it to be represented 
in important forward movements, originating with other or¬ 
ganizations and with public officials. It is a fact, and it has 
been so stated by some public officials, that the requests of this 
chamber are at all times given the most favorable considera¬ 
tion, due to the fairness of our demands. We must guard 
this reputation carefully. 

Today we are bidding farewell to the past and ushering 
in a new year of history making, and with the successes of the 
past to stimulate our future effort it is a safe assertion that 
our progress and achievements shall continue at an ever in¬ 
creasing pace and over broader fields than heretofore entered 
upon. 

However, let it be emphasized that this can only be done 
by continued vigilance and willingness upon the part of indi¬ 
vidual members to bear their share of the burden and respon¬ 
sibility, and in respect to individuals let me say in passing, that 
as the chamber has each year grown stronger, likewise has its 
personnel, and today it presents the most formidable aggrega¬ 
tion of staunch and loyal members in its history. 

This condition has been brought about in two ways. First, 
the delinquent, who is always a retarding factor and is too fre¬ 
quently the product of whirlwind membership campaigns, has 
been dropped. Second, a substantial and reliable increase in 
membership has been secured through a plan worked out and 
adopted by the membership committee, with the approval of 
the board. 

This plan is both dignified and productive and should 
prove the means of relegating the whirlwind campaign to the 
scrap heap. 

That committee should receive due credit for its wisdom 
and effort. 

Our nation is feeling the effects of a business depression, 
but how many of us have given careful thought to the fact that 
we are at peace with the entire world, and that this temporary 
depression is by comparison with the conditions existing with 
our sister nations but a passing incident. 

For this every American should feel grateful and opti¬ 
mistic for the future. 

It would be well to follow the advice contained in a New 
Year message from the New York Evening Post, in which the 
writer says: “Stop thinking and talking about the things you 
don’t want and think and talk more about the things you do 
want.” 

He then goes on and says: “Stop thinking and talking 
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about war, submarines, disaster, hard times, panic, bad luck 
and various other disagreeable things and advises that we 
think and talk more about peace and plenty, health and happi¬ 
ness, prosperity and confidence and other things which make 
life a pleasure.” The message also says: “Your thought helps 
to make the world what it is. Do your part to make the world 
what it should be. Substitute co-operation for competition, 
love for hate, trust for suspicion, peace for war, deeds for ar¬ 
guments, and service for selfishness. ,, 

If but a small part of the wholesome and good advice 
contained in that message would be followed and taken into 
our daily lives the world would seem brighter. 

It would be a remission upon my part if before concluding 
I failed to make acknowledgment of the kind and loyal sup¬ 
port of the membership, of the various committees and of the 
officers and to thank them most heartily for that loyalty. 

There is a tinge of reluctance and regret in relinquishing 
the leadership of this chamber, but that tinge is obliterated by 
the pleasure it gives me to present to you as my successor a 
man who has the welfare of the chamber so much at heart, a 
man who has worked hard and faithfully for its success, and a 
man who is eminently capable of leading you in the march of 
progress.

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INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

Clarence J. Neal. 

January 12, 1915. 

Gentlemen of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

It is a real pleasure for me to assume the presidency of 
this body for the coming year and I feel that it is an honor 
that might well have been conferred upon one of more mature 
years than myself and therefore I deem it a special honor. 

The remarks of the outgoing president must, of necessity, 
be different than those of the incoming one. The outgoing 
president can point to achievement, while the incoming pres¬ 
ident must point to prophecy. The year 1914 has, to the 
knowledge of all of us, been large in actual achievement and 
it is our hope and desire that the year 1915 will equal, if not 
excel, the past year in the advancement of this body. 

When I think back to the evening that I paid my first 
visit to the Chamber of Industry, I cannot but marvel at the 
contrast between this organization as it was that evening, six 
years ago, when the Hon. Herman C. Baehr was our president, 
and the meeting room was at the corner of Lorain and W. 25th 
street, to our situation tonight in this magnificent building, 
owned and controlled by this organization and with what little 
debt there is on it provided for. 

This has been the result of hard work on the part of our 
membership and an unselfish desire to carry out the purposes 
which are enumerated in our articles of incorporation, namely:

There will be an earnest endeavor on our part to 
make these meetings interesting and of public interest to all 
and nothing will please your officers more than to see this 
assembly hall filled on each occasion. Nothing will uphold the 
reputation of our body so much as to have it known in the com¬ 
munity that on each meeting night of this body there is a large 
representation of the varied industries of our section present 
ready to discuss and decide those matters which come to our 
attention. With these few thoughts in mind let us take up our 
work for the coming year.

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THE ANNUAL BANQUET 
April 15, 1914. 

The annual banquet of the chamber was held on Wednes¬ 
day evening, April 15. The affair was most delightful and 
complete in every detail. 

Hon. William Gordon, Congressman from the 20th Ohio 
district, was toastmaster. Hon. Newton D. Baker responded 
to the sentiment, “The City,” and Hon. Paul Howland to “Yes¬ 
terday, Today and Tomorrow.” 

The guest of honor was Hon. Manuel L. Quezon, Com¬ 
missioner from the Philippine Islands to the United States 
Congress, who spoke as follows on 

THE PRESENT CONDITION OF AFFAIRS IN THE 
PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

Mr. Toastmaster, and 

Gentlemen of the Chamber of Industry . 

In view of the fact that this is pre-eminently a gathering 
of business men, it would, perhaps, have been more appropriate 
had I selected for my topic the agricultural, commercial or in¬ 
dustrial conditions in the Philippines. I have, however, de¬ 
cided to touch upon a loftier subject, the duty of the United 
States toward the Filipino people. 

Americans have the reputation of being, and they are, 
practical people; but not, I am convinced, “practical” to the 
extent of sacrificing their sense of national rectitude to the de¬ 
sire to make money. On the contrary, from what I personally 
know of the characteristics of Americans—in addition to what 
is to be gathered from their history—I believe that much as 
they, being human, take a fancy to the pleasant twinkle of a 
double eagle, the feeble blaze of gold is, and I hope will always 
be, as nothing compared with the steady light of patriotism 
which has ever been the American's guide in political as well 
as economic affairs. You Americans refused to pay a nominal 
duty on tea, and yet were ready to spend every cent and sacri¬ 
fice every man in this land to uphold your principle that “tax¬ 
ation without representation is tyranny.” You would not give 
one cent for tribute, but millions for defense. You waged 
among yourselves the bloodiest war of modern times because 
of the doctrine that no nation can endure half slave and half 
free. You must, therefore, be interested to consider, not only 
the cold question whether the Philippine Islands, looked upon 
as a national investment pay or do not “pay,” but the additional 
question—by far the more important of the two—what the na- 
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ture of the duty of the United States toward the people of the 
Islands really is. 

Fortunately for you in this case, duty goes hand in hand 
with your pecuniary interests. 

The days when nations considered themselves free to do 
with and to one another as they pleased, are, thank God, over. 
No decent public opinion would today countenance the naked 
proposition that a stronger nation may, simply because of its 
strength, arbitrarily impose its will on a weaker. No one now 
dares to deny that the moral laws which bind individuals in 
their intercourse are equally binding upon nations. One na¬ 
tion dealing with another is expected to carry out its promises, 
if specific promises are made; or in the absence of special 
compact to maintain an attitude suggested at once by the prin¬ 
ciples which form the bulwark of its political existence, and by 
the law of nations. 

Gauged by the foregoing ideas, the duty of the United 
States to the Philippines is plain: Congress should enact a law 
giving the Filipinos their independence. The reasons are these: 

First: That this country has promised, both expressly and 
by implication, to withdraw its sovereignty from the Philip¬ 
pine Islands. By implication, when upon the declaration of 
war between the United States and Spain the government of 
the United States asserted that that war was not waged for 
territorial aggrandizement or commercial expansion; expressly, 
in that the past Republican and the present Democatic admin¬ 
istration have both declared it to be the policy of the United 
States to give the Filipino people their independence when they 
can establish and maintain a government of their own, compe¬ 
tent to discharge its obligations both domestic and foreign. 

Second: That the fundamental propositions upon which 
the Declaration of Independence was based and from which it 
acquires its obvious justification are these two great and com¬ 
plementary principles (1) that all governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of the governed, and (2) that 
the right is inherent in every people to establish such govern¬ 
ment as to them shall seem best. 

How could you then impose your government upon the 
Filipinos and call the action just, when its powers are not de¬ 
rived from the consent of the governed? How can you deny 
to the Filipinos the right to establish such government as to 
them shall seem best and yet remain true to your own princi¬ 
ples? 

Under these principles, and in the light of those solemn 
promises, could you now, if you would, turn around because 
of the insidious campaign of a few interested persons, and 
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forever retain the Philippines under the pretext of some reli¬ 
gious, scientific or other alleged beneficient motives. Would 
you if you could, do a thing that would place upon your his- 
C an indelible stain? The answer of every self-respecting 
American can be but an energetic no to these questions. 

But, it is said, this is a settled matter; the Filipinos will 
most assuredly have their independence; it is only a question 
of time; they will be free in five, or four, or perhaps three 
generations, if, at that time, they wish to be free from us. 

Let me tell those who thus speak, that the question of time 
is all important here. Those who promise an independence to 
be granted when you and I and our sons and grandsons are all 
dead and properly buried are either insincere and too shrewd 
to disclose to the American people the real purpose which un 
derlies their protestations, or if they are honest they have been 
fooled. Indeed, for all practical purposes, insofar as the Amer¬ 
ican and the Filipino peoples are now concerned, to promise 
that the Philippines shall be free in the course of the next 
hundred or seventy-five years, is tantamount to an assertion 
that the Islands are permanently annexed to the bmted states. 
What would that promise amount to, when you, who make it, 
shall not redeem it, and we, to whom the promise is made 
shall not live to see it realized? Can you by your pledge bind 

generations yet unborn? . , 

But, the objector asserts, the Filipinos are not ready, and 
will not be ready for self-government, for years and years to 
come. This talk of independence is all folly. It is but the cry 
of a few Filipino politicians, who, disguised as patriots, desire 
to get power in their hands in order that they may enslave and 
exploit their own people, but who will not be able to maintain 
any kind of government because they will soon be cutting each 
others’ throats in a mad scramble for office. 

To this the Filipinos unanimously say: We all want mde- 
pendence and are entitled to it. The argument of Filipino in¬ 
capacity for self-government is hypocritical. It is the veil with 
which the American office holder covers his desire to keep his 
place It is the ambush behind which lurks the company which 
monopolizes our hemp, and the sugar interests which have al¬ 
ready acquired in defiance of an act of Congress sixty-five 
thousand acres of land in one tract, and are ready to get more 
if given time and opportunity. Or at best, it is the wish father 
to the thought of some American missionaries or churchmen 
who mistakenly think that they can make more converts among 
the wild men of the Philippines if they are backed by Amer¬ 
ican soldiers. . , 

Our adversaries proceed: The masses of the people in the 
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I hihppines are in such a state of dense ignorance that they 
know nothing and care less about independence. Those peoples 
are semi-civilized if not entirely savage. Some of them eat

United States with a repetition of the “watchful waiting” pol¬ 
icy, is sure to arise. This Mexican argument seems effective 
nowadays. 1 do not know much about Mexico and the causes 
that lay at the root of this unfortunate disturbance in that re- 
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public. But there is something I can say in connection with 
fhis argument In the first place, when we J u Jg e other P^- 
ple’s affairs it is well to remember that paragraph of the Scrip 
lures which tells us, in effect, that we should be fully aware 
of the beam in our own eye before commenting on he mote 
in that of our neighbor. What nation on the face of the cm™ 
has been free from internal disorders or revolution. W hat na¬ 
tion can say that it will ever be free from this, the most dread¬ 
ful calamity that can befall any country. 

In the second place, let me give you some points respect¬ 
ing the principal differences between conditions m Mexico and 
conditions in the Philippines, which may explain why we con¬ 
fidently expect that that which is going on m the distressed re¬ 
public of Mexico will not happen in the Islands, if f r ee .*r°' 
the control of the United States. I am making no invidious 
comparisons but merely stating facts: Mexico acquired its in¬ 
dependence from Spain by force of arms, and previous to that 
time the people of Mexico took no part in the government of 
their country. Despotic foreign absolution was die kind 
government that prevailed in Mexico until then. Once mde 
pendent, a democratic form of government was established. 
The change was so radical that the failure of the new govern¬ 
ment was inevitable. Moreover, the great majority of the peo¬ 
ple (upon which democratic governments must always depend) 
llid not have either education nor property and therefore did 
not possess those qualifications leading to the maintenance of 
public order and of law. To this day, knowledge and wealth 
are still the monopoly of the few In the Philippines on the 
contrary, the majority of the people are literate and property 
owners Besides we have been practising the art of selt- 
government for fifteen years under American supervision; 
during this time we have been electing our provincial and mu¬ 
nicipal officials, members of our Assembly, and, although the 
political campaigns in the Philippines are heated, we have 
abided by the results of the elections or have gone to the 
courts with our protests. We have never resorted to arms to 
settle any controversy. Now, gentlemen, these are precisely 
the conditions that give stability to a democratic government: 
an intelligent and property-owning electorate habituated to re 

spect the will of the majority. , 

But after all is said and done, the question as to the 1 Ui- 
pino capacity for self-government can be satisfactorily an¬ 
swered only by a practical showing.

Novemhp S r n< i e Qi t ? e De " loc f a ‘'c party’s victory at the polls in 
ember, 1912, up to this clay, our adversaries have been 
misrepresenting condition 5 in the Philippines in their endeavor 
to poison American public opinion. Upon the receipt of the 
news that a Democratic administration had been elected tliev 
asserted that the mere triumph of the Democratic partv carr/ 
mg w„h „ the possibility of Philippine indepenSe hid 
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shaken our social, economic and governmental structures and 
had given rise to a situation of general distress. When a few 
months later the then President-elect made his ^rst reference 
to the Philippine question in a speech delivered at Staunton. 
Va., at which, in passing, he said that he hoped that the Phil¬ 
ippines would soon cease to be the frontier of the United 
States, absurd reports of the effects of the speech upon the 
Philippines were instantly circulated.

“When the words of his Staunton interjection—‘The Phil¬ 
ippines are our frontier; I hope that we shall soon be able to 
deprive ourselves of that frontier’—had been published in the 
Philippines there fell upon the flourishing and expanding busi¬ 
ness of the Islands a most killing frost. ... 

“Like a clock in a house shaken by earthquake, that new¬ 
found business expansion stopped ; like the pulse in the body 
struck by lightning, the current of its life ceased to throb.

Capitalists, accustomed to place their money, through 
brokers, on commercial loans, drew in their funds; insurance 
companies and other institutions that had been investing their

monthly balances toward the savings banks.

Governor Harrison found upon his arrival in the Philippines a 
bureaucratic, top-heavy government and he has substituted for 
it a simpier, more scientific and less expensive one.

States Flowers, banners, arches and bands of music gave 
evidence of the cordiality of the reception to Governor Harri¬ 
son by the Filipinos. So touching a sight will never fade from 
the memory of Governor Harrison though he should live a 

thousand years. . 

The people of the Philippines have not been disappointed 
in Governor Harrison. His popularity has been increasing and 
during the short time of his administration he has demon¬ 
strated that we were right in placing our confidence and hope 
in him His achievements will speak of American intelligence, 
justice and patriotism long after his detractors are dead and 
forgotten. How hard he has worked and how economical and 
efficient a government he has given us! He has not only hon¬ 
ored himself and the President who has appointed him but he 
has also honored his own people and has given credit to the 


whole American nation. _ 

The effect of the so much criticised step taken by Pres¬ 
ident Wilson in giving us the control of the Philippine Legis¬ 
lature and of the policy of Governor Harrison in appointing 
Filipinos to responsible administrative positions has been to re¬ 
store faith and confidence in the American government on the 
part of the Filipino people; while the practical result has been 
efficiency and economy in the service. Before the Filipinos 
had full control of their Legislature there had been for three 
consecutive years a deadlock concerning the appropriation bill 
between the popular house which refused to endorse the ex¬ 
travagance of the Commission and the Commission itself which 
insisted upon such extravagances. The government expendi¬ 
tures were defrayed through executive orders and they were 
always in excess of the ordinary revenues. P>onds had to be 
issued and a part of the gold standard fund spent to meet the 
deficit Since the Filipinos have had the control of both 
branches of the Legislature there has been enacted an appro¬ 
priation bill, which does away with the unnecessary expenses 
of the government, thus further deficits have been avoided. 
The conditions existing in the Islands prior to the inaugura¬ 
tion of President Wilson’s policy are set forth by Governor- 
General Harrison in his first message to the Philippine Legis¬ 
lature in the following words: , . , T r 

“From June 30, 1908, when the surplus in the Insular 
Treasury was 17,499,894.97 pesos, the surplus has fallen as of 
lune 30' 1913, to 14.230,220.23 pesos. Of this sum, however, 
about five million pesos is only nominally available, it being 
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invested in supplies and having been carried to the surplus ac¬ 
count in 1911, thus leaving an actual cash surplus in hand at 
the conclusion of the last fiscal year of only about nine million 
pesos. 

This shrinkage in the available surplus of the govern¬ 
ment has come about notwithstanding the fact that during this 
period of four years the sum of six million pesos has been ob¬ 
tained by the sale of an issue of public works bonds, and ex¬ 
pended out of the treasury, and notwithstanding the further 
act that a little less than three and a half million pesos from 
the gold standard fund has, during this period, passed through 
the treasury in the same way. ... 

Our treasury is therefore obviously approaching a point 
where a deficit of four and a half million pesos confronts us. 
How, then, shall we avoid this deficit and restore the finances 
ot our government to a normal and self-supporting condition? 
In my judgment but one course is open to us . . . and that is 
economy of the most drastic kind. . 

A considerable burden is also laid upon the treasury by 
the large proportion of American employees in this govern¬ 
ment While the enunciated policy has been to reduce this 
number as rapidly as possible consistent with the demands of 
fairness and efficiency, the last annual report of the Bureau of 
Civil Service shows that there were more Americans having a 
permanent status in the Philippine civil service in 1912 than in 
any previous year since 1905. ...
